Town builds special 
reserve for recreation

Thanks to a generous 
donation from a local fam¬ 
ily, the town now has 
$40,000 put away for future 
recreational projects. 

With playground and 
fitness equipment beside 
the Virgil sports park are 
almost ready for use, parks 
and recreation director 
Clive Buist says there are 
no new projects on the 
horizon. 

But a local family, who 
wants to remain anony¬ 
mous, has made a $40,000 
donation to set up a special 
fund to help the parks and 
recreation department 
with youth activities, new 
facilities or recreational 
projects that may come up 
in the future, says Buist. 

“As projects come along, 
if say $5,000 is needed here 
or there, the fund could be 
used with parks and recre¬ 
ations staff recommenda¬ 
tions,” says Buist. Council 
will have the final say. 

It has been set up so 
that not more than 10% of 
the amount in the enhance¬ 
ment fund, as it’s being 
called, plus interest, can be 
used in any one year, says 


He expects the fund will 
be promoted on the town’s 
website and in the commu¬ 
nity awareness brochure to 
encourage others to con¬ 
tribute, possibly through in 
memoriam donations, with 
tax receipts issued. 

Money raised from this 
year’s Town of NOTL Golf 
Classic Tournament will 
also go to the fund, said 
Buist. “The committee was 
looking for a project to 
donate to, but there isn’t 
anything new in the 

The golf tournament 
was first held in October 
1999, to raise funds to 
repair and replace the two 
town swimming pools. It 
was such a success that it 
has been held every year 
since to help finance a local 
project, including the 
splash pad and the play¬ 
ground and fitness equip¬ 
ment in the Virgil Sports 
Park. 

The volunteer organiz¬ 
ers decided to direct any 
money raised from the 
2014 tournament to the 
enhancement fund. 

Last year the tourna¬ 
ment raised more than 
$21,000, and has contrib¬ 
uted more than $350,000 
toward community proj¬ 
ects in the last 15 years.

"It’s in a great location, 
with the walking path 
right there for interval 
training.” 

Reimer is at the sports 
park several times a week, 
sometimes a couple of 
times a day, and has had 
an opportunity to hear 
from residents who are 
taking advantage of the 
new equipment.

“I really look forward 
to my workouts now.” 

The equipment is 
designed by Trekfit, a 
Montreal company that 
has won awards for 
design, including their 
program that focuses on 
seniors, helping them to 
stay at home longer by 
working on strengthening 
their legs and core to 
improve stability and bal- 

Their outdoor training 
circuits are designed to 
provide total body work¬ 
outs with minimal use of 


equipment, based on the 
latest research and tech¬ 
nology, outdoors in envi¬ 
ronments that are acces¬ 
sible, safe and user friend¬ 
ly- 

Their goal is to provide 
the circuit, equipment 
and instructions that can 
be used by people of all 
fitness levels, says Trekfit 
founder and president 
Eric Tomeo, who got the 
idea after visiting a nation¬ 
al park in the U.S. that had 
some outdated outdoor

fitness equipment. 

“It reminded me of how 
much fun it was when we 
were young to be out¬ 
doors, and I started t think 
about bringing something 
like that back using mod¬ 
ern technology." 

By next spring, says 
Tomeo, people will be 
able to use their smart 


phones to access videos 
showing how to use the 
equipment, and instead 
of offering the two pro¬ 
grams that are posted on 
the information boards 
today, “we want to be able 
to provide 40 to 50 pro¬ 
grams to suit the many 
different fitness needs 
and to ensure nobody gets

Natural remedies can deal with ants, aphids, fungus and mildew 


Borax, 
red pepper, 
chamomile tea

Remember to bring a 
camera and a notebook to 
take notes. You are bound 
to learn something new. 

My little white ram¬ 
bling rose has turned out 
wonderful with more 
blooms than I expected 
and all the other roses are 
coming to the fore. My 
favorite one with the 
strongest perfume is 
more than 40 years old. 


Unfortunately, it is not 
the only thing flourishing 
- the weeds out front are 
growing fast and furious 
so more vinegar mix into 

Some other safe things 
to try around the garden - 
for ants, try using one 
teaspoon of Borax com¬ 
bined with eight tea¬ 
spoons of sugar, dissolved 
in hot water. Pour this 
syrup around entrances, 
house foundations and 
spots in the garden or 
flower beds where you 
notice ants. If you have 
pets or small children use 
an empty pop can or 
cover the syrup with 
something that will allow 
the ants to get at it but 
nothing else. If you're 
using it in your beds 
avoid having it come in 
direct contact with any 
plants. After a couple of 
days you should be ant- 
free. 


To protect plants from 
a variety of destructive 
insects try a homemade 
spray of two tablespoons 
of red pepper powder and 
six drops of liquid soap 
mixed together in a gal¬ 
lon of water. Let the mix¬ 
ture sit overnight, and stir 
it thoroughly. Pour the 
mixture into a spray bot¬ 
tle, shake it well, and 
spray the tops and bot¬ 
toms of the leaves weekly. 
This will protect plants, 
especially members of the 
cabbage family (including 
broccoli, cauliflower, kale, 
and brussels sprouts). 

Aphids, mites, and 
other small insects can be 
dislodged with a strong 
blast of water. 

For aphids specifically, 
set a yellow dish filled 
with soapy water near the 
plant. Aphids are drawn 
to the color yellow. 

For plants suffering 
from fungus and mildew 


try using chamomile tea. 
Simmer 16 chamomile 
tea bags in two quarts of 
water, Turn off the heat, 
and allow the tea bags to 
steep for several hours. 


Use the tea to irrigate 
seedlings (from the bot¬ 
tom) to prevent damping 
off, or use as a spray to 
batde diseases on plants.

adj acent properties where 
residents may be nega¬ 
tively impacted. 

Coun. Gary Zalepa rec¬ 
ommended an additional 
amendment be made that 
all site plans for future 
potential operations be 
brought forward for coun¬ 
cil’s approval. 

He suggested that the 
town send Health Canada 
a request that fully details 
monitoring procedures of 


odours and gases emitted 
from these operations so 
it does not impact sur¬ 
rounding properties. 

Zalepa said he doesn’t 
want to hold up the 
approval process, but it’s 
for him understand and 
allow the town pass on 
the knowledge to con¬ 
cerned residents. 

Coun. lamie King 
agreed with the amend¬ 
ment and suggested to 


council and town staff to 
observe how other pro¬ 
vincial municipalities 
plan to regulate the oper¬ 
ations and consider these 
actions upon future 
approvals. 

King cited one exam¬ 
ple that the city of Ottawa 
is imposing a 150-metre 
buffering zone, which a 
potential firm is challeng¬ 
ing. 

"We must take great 
care when moving for¬ 
ward with granting 
approval for these opera¬ 
tions as these are not your 
typical greenhouse oper¬ 
ations," King said. 

With those concerns in 
mind, King also acknowl¬ 
edged the economic value 
these production facili¬ 
ties will provide the com¬ 
munity. 

Coun. fim Collard also 
agreed that the town 
needs to “tread carefully” 
and supports the amend¬ 
ment that all site plans 
need to be approved by 


council. 

“We must ensure that 
these operations affect us 
positively, not negative¬ 
ly" 

The amendments will 
require that marijuana 
greenhouses larger than 
10,000 ft. to be subjected 
to a site control plan and 
be a minimum of 70 
metres away from sensi¬ 
tive land use areas, 
including residential 
uses, day care centres, 
churches, schools and 
playgrounds.

Woik on Lakeshore 
Rd. wastewater 
treatment plant to 
begin in August 


New facility 
designed for 
expansion if 
necessary

The sight of construc¬ 
tion workers toiling along 
Lakeshore Rd. in August 
will be the first steps 
toward building a new 
state-of-the art wastewa¬ 
ter treatment plant for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Workers will be install¬ 
ing pipes and infrastruc¬ 
ture for the $42.9-million 
facility, said Sunil 
Sharma, Niagara Region’s 
associate director of 
water and wastewater 
engineering, at an open 
house last Tuesday at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Community Centre. 

“It’s almost there,” he 

"We will see some con¬ 
struction this August 
along Lakeshore Rd. They 
will also start working to 
upgrade the two pump¬ 
ing stations. 

"This new plant we are 
building will be good for 
the next 20 years, and we 
are making plans so we 
have the ability to 
increase the capacity if 
we need it. We can put 
more money into the 
facility and expand on 
the same property.” 

When completed, the 
new site — which will be 
about 900 metres west of 
the existing one on 
Lakeshore Rd. — will 
handle a peak daily flow 
of 8,000 cubic metres and 
address odour concerns 
at the existing but out¬ 
dated facility. 


The current treatment 
plant was built in the 
mid-1960s. 

Yvonne McMorrough, 
a resident who lives close 
to the existing plant, said 
the odour has been awful 
for the past 10 years, 
though she gave the 
Region credit for their 
efforts to control the 
smell. She’s glad to see 
the new facility ready to 
take shape. 

“I would have the most 
beautiful view out my 
window if it wasn’t for 
the smell," she said. 

“I knew, from 2005 on, 
this was going to be a 
10-year project. It has to 
be done right, and I think 
it is. 

"I don’t think there 
will be a town this size 
anywhere in Canada that 
will have something 
state-of-the-art like this. 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
grew too fast, unexpect¬ 
edly, but it is wonderful 
to see this happening.” 

Next up will be a deci¬ 
sion on what to do with 
the decommissioned 
wastewater plant once 
the new one is fully oper¬ 
ational. 

There will be a sepa¬ 
rate environmental 
assessment, which prom¬ 
ises to be long and cost¬ 
ly- 

"Later in the year, we 
will start with the new 
environmental process 
and public input,” Sharma 
said. "Then we will look 
at the options. 

“We have to have the 
new plant up and run¬ 
ning for six months and 
make sure everything is 
operating the way it 
should be before we start 
decommissioning the old 
plant. We can’t ask peo¬ 
ple not to flush their toi¬ 
lets.”

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Town council has approved 
a funding commitment of 
$250,000 in the draft 2015 
capital budget toward the 
replacement of the 


Mewburn Rd. bridge. 

Currently, the road is 
closed at the railway cross¬ 
ing, with no through traffic 
and no access since late 
April 2009 following an 
engineer’s report confirm¬ 
ing the structure was unsafe 
for any use. 

The Town has beenwork- 
ing with the City of Niagara 
Falls and the Region to 
replace the bridge and re¬ 
open the Concession 6 
thoroughfare to Niagara 
Falls. 

A motion to Niagara 
Region sent Oct. 30,2013 by 
the town stated that the cost 
of upgrading the structure 


to current Ontario Bridge 
Code standards was esti¬ 
mated at $2.6 million as of 
2010. The city of Niagara 
Falls earmarked $400,000 of 
its 2010 capital budget 
towards this project. 

Since then, the Niagara 
Region has committed 
$200,000 while CN has com¬ 
mitted to 50% of the costs. 

Once the paperwork is 
“officially inked” the project 
will go ahead, said Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke. 

For the long-term, Eke 
sees this investment as 
another inter-municipal 
route into NOTL from 
Niagara Falls. 


It will provide direct 
access route for the Town’s 
fire protection and winter 
maintenance crews that 
provide services to proper¬ 
ties north of the CN main¬ 
line. 

Currently, the nearest 
access points to reaching 
these properties crossing 
the municipal boundary are 
2.5 kms east or 3 kilometres 
west of the Mewburn Rd./ 
Concession 6 thoroughfare. 

Once completed it will 
also provide additional 
access to Highway 405 by 
constructing ramps to and 
from the east. This would 
be a stand-alone project.

Since then, he and his wife 
have raised a family, are 
now enjoying their grand- 
kids and travelling, and 
have never thought about 
leaving. 

That the days and years

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Town puts off decision over Glendale vacation rentals 


QMI Agency Niagara 

Glendale residents who 
want to turn their homes 
into short-term vacation 
rentals will likely have to 
wait another year for the 
town to decide whether to 
amend the zoning bylaw to 
allow this use. 

Following meetings 
with Glendale residents 
and the Niagara-on-the- 
Green Task Force last 
month, staff recommend¬ 


ed council delay a decision 
to allow further consider¬ 
ation of short-term rentals 
and other issues affecting 
area residents. 

“It is clear that Glendale 
residents want some time 
to reflect on policy priori¬ 
ties, particularly given that 
the new (outlet) mall just 
opened and it is still too 
early to know how it will 
impact the Niagara-on- 
the-Green residential com¬ 
munity,” staff reported. 

In the meantime, those 


who want to seek permis¬ 
sion for a cottage or villa 
rental usage have to pay a 
fee of $7,000 to submit a 
site-specific zoning appli¬ 
cation to the town. 

Coun. Andrea Kaiser 
said although she under¬ 
stands the residents' con¬ 
cerns about enforcement 
issues regarding rental 
housing, she felt uncom¬ 
fortable about not allowing 
Glendale property owners 
the same rights as resi¬ 
dents in other parts of the 



municipality. She said she 
felt that Glendale residents 
are being penalized by 
having to pay a large fee if 
they want to apply for a 
zoning change now. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said the zoning policy for 
Glendale may be inconsis¬ 
tent with the rest of the 
town, but it is not illegal for 
council to delay a decision 
on changing it. He added 
that he supports the wish¬ 
es of the majority of resi¬ 
dents who have spoken out 
on the issue. 

Staff reported that the 
meeting with residents last 
month was constructive 
and they were generally 


satisfied that the town was 
actively engaged in park¬ 
ing enforcement and pur¬ 
suing prosecution of unli¬ 
censed villas. 

“It is now better under¬ 
stood by those attending 
that residents need to be 
willing to step forward as 
witnesses; that offering 
anonymous complaints is 
not sufficient to effect pos¬ 
itive change by offending 
owners," staff reported. 

Bed and breakfast oper¬ 
ations are not impacted by 
the deferral of a decision 
on zoning changes and 
continue to be permitted 
in some areas of Glendale. 
There are two villas (hous¬ 


es with four bedrooms or 
more) operating in 
Glendale that were licensed 
before the current bylaws 
were in place. 

Councillors also agreed 
to other recommendations 
in the staff report that the 
name of the Niagara-on- 
the-Green Task Force be 
changed to the Glendale 
Community Task Force 
with a new mandate to be 
approved by council. Input 
on possible cottage rental 
bylaw changes and other 
planning issues affecting 
the Glendale area would 
be included as part of the 
town’s Official Plan

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Tennis program encourages young people

Tennis instructor Colleen 
Petrick is offering summer 
camps for kids to help them 
learn the basics of the sport 
that they will hopefully play 
for years to come. 

Petrick is a mom who 
taught her own children to 
love tennis, including her 
daughter Charlotte, now a 
17-year-old on a profession¬ 
al circuit and a two-time 
national champion. 

Petrick is offering week- 
long programs throughout 
July and August for kids aged 
five to 12. 

When Charlotte, who is 
training in BC, comes home 


this summer she will be 
helping out when she can, 
says Petrick, and there are 
other parents and young 
players volunteering. 

If teens are interested, 
she will devise a schedule to 
accommodate them as well, 
she says. 

The camps are supported 
by a Tennis Canada program 
called Building Tennis 
Communities dedicated to 
making the game available 
to families at neighbour¬ 
hood parks. 

Petrick says she already 
sees youngsters using their 
local courts, but they might 
have more fun and stick with 
the game longer if they learn 
the fundamentals. 

“Tennis is a sport you can 


play for life. By teaching kids 
good fundamentals in a 
beautiful environment like 
our parks, they will learn 
something that will stay with 
them and that they can use 
throughout their lives. 

"A lot of times kids will 
quit a sport because they’re 
frustrated. I want to help 
them learn the basics, so 
that they keep playing.” 

Running shoes and hats 
for sun protection are 
required. Racquets can be 
supplied if needed, although 
Petrick says it’s better for 
kids to bring their own if 
they have them. 

While there is already a 
well-established program of 
lessons available at Veterans 
Memorial Park with the 


NOTL Tennis Club, this is an 
effort to use the beautiful 
resurfaced courts at Rye 
Heritage Park and the con¬ 
venient courts at the Virgil 
Sports Park, which are still 
in good condition, located 
beside the splash pad and 
playground, says Petrick. 

The resurfacing of the 
Rye Heritage courts is the 
first phase of an upgrade for 
all the open-access tennis 
courts in the neighbour¬ 
hood parks in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

The courts in Garrison 
Village Park and at the St. 
David's Lions Park will be 
rebuilt this year, and the 
Virgil Sport Park courts are 
expected to be upgraded in 
a couple of years.
